QUARTERLY last March, the FL-Program had just started. 
for larger membership, for more chapters, for reactivation dor- 
mant chapters, and for greater activity within chapters. believed 
then, and believe now, that numbers count and that the professor 
and instructor German, and the teacher German, should for 
obvious reasons join the Association whose purpose is, the 
words our Constitution, ‘‘to promote and improve the teaching 
German.’’ What was our success our efforts increase 
membership? launched first drive toward the end last 
Spring, while Edgar Hemminghaus was still our Business Manager 
and Treasurer. Its results were dubious, but applications from col- 
leagues who reach decisions slowly and thoughtfully are 
in. When Herbert Peisel took over the office the 
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inherited from his predecessor the fruits his Committee 
Membership the form big folder with some thousand and 
more names, mostly hitherto untapped districts, names many 
teachers German Oregon, California, Midwestern States, and 
also the East. These have come under the fire our latest solicita- 
tion, but stili too early say whether our new approach, 
which our new Treasurer has taken strong hand, will increase our 
numbers satisfactorily. have long way consider 
our place among the subscribers journals our fellow 
language teachers:

The status our chapters likewise the balance. None 
the dormant chapters has been reported awake again during 
1953. One chapter announced its exit after last but vain effort 
prove its existence. One new chapter, the Mountain and Plains 
Chapter, consoled for the loss the new 
Northern New England Chapter the making, and there 
hope for the birth Western Massachusetts one. spite 
heavy teaching schedule and many other obligations, made the 
effort visit some the near-by chapters their spring fall 
meetings, speaking briefly three and being present and 
listening one two more. found the general attendance 
poor, but the programs highly interesting. There denying 
the fact that such contacts with the members large have given 
better perspective the work and the spirit various 
chapters and the need for such get-togethers where the high 
school teacher and the professor meet and common 
problems.

dare state this time that, due the efforts the 
FL-Program directors, new hope spreading among the teachers 
foreign languages; and dare predict that the future 
languages will have large part the 
our educational institutions; also must ready give 
comfort those teachers German who find that their field 
not showing the same rebound and the same vigor that competing 
languages do. Where sinned unfounded optimism the 
past, now may find many our colleagues depressed and 
gloomy because German not showing comparable strength. For 
some time may have satisfied with minor role which 
were relegated one war and its hysteria, and political 
events between two wars. Undoubtedly, German suffered severely. 
not most among the languages, from the apathy 
the post-war period. The tree which was exposed the drought 
longest will the slowest back life. Our efforts must 
sustained. cannot expect miracles. But account must 
allow ourselves fall back into our old habit letting things 
take care themselves. must nurse German back slowly 
while the other languages are blossoming, let then work together 
this task with common effort, systematically and hopefully. 


Two more years the FL-Program are before us. They will 
require the all us. the results the first year 
may seem scarce and unpromising, lay any blame the lack 
experience the erew that has manned the ship its first 
voyage. May the coming year find better prepared group 
officers the Association. There eould not be, sure, more 
willing one.

The moderator the panel, Dr. Ewald Appeit 
the University Rochester, depicted his preliminary remarks 
the role the language teacher American education the fu- 
ture much rosier one than heretofore. With the increase 
students the college level the next decades, with careful 
program for enlightening the publie the importance mod- 
ern language study for our American youth, are bound see 
German Studies expand. But this increase our program 
and the added responsibilities with challenge teachers.

jectives must also fashion our methods adjust these ob-

With the impetus given foreign language studies the 
grade schools the public must made aware the importance 
the study German one the major languages and cul- 
tures learned and studied American children: this was 
the main theme the paper Dr. Albert Schoiz Syracuse 
University. Historically and politically the German people have 
played important role the development our country and 
its institutions. The cultural and social composition our coun- 
try contains many components which are basically The 
psychology two such great nations have basic similarities, the 
study which should bring about rapprochement which should 
insure peaceful world. Linguistically English and German are 
two kindred languages; they complement each other and study 
the two languages should enrich the linguistic, the socio-semantic 
experiences the child. From the pedagogic point view 
German language learning the grade schools should give primary 
emphasis speaking and understanding the laguage. 


Miss Charlotte Wischhusen of.the Washington, C., 
school system teaching program which she integrates 
German with the curriculum the fifth grade. her program 
she tries for acceptable pronunciation, learning the com- 
mon idioms every day intercourse, correct sentence patterns and 
much vocabulary dealing with things closest children’s own 
experience possible given classroom situation. 
primarily she tries open windows for children that they will 
interested and have understanding attitude towards the 
German music, German exhibit, Christmas 
customs, listening the Vienna Boys’ Choir records, holding 
Christmas market, singing German Christmas study the 
German settlements America, the story Peter Zenger’s fight 
for freedom the press, assembly program presenting the ar- 
rival German family pioneer settlement—these are just 
few the units which the children increase their knowledge 
the German culture and language. 
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What Miss Wischhusen does effectively the elementary 
level, Mr. Morthole the Evanston Township High School 
Illinois described for the secondary school level. Students 
are the best salesmen for German language program studies. 
the language program good one and related the interests 
the students the teacher will see his class activities propagand- 
ized the school paper. The German classes will attend German 
movies, German theaters, German restaurants, the homes Ger- 
man parents. Stammtisch must such school. As- 
sembly and programs are exchanged among German classes 
the various schools the neighborhood. Exhibits the main 
the school are used for promotional purposes. 
through such courting the students that increase foreign 
language enrollment will come about. The classroom 
work also enhanced many ways through techniques which 
may the surface look like sugar-coating but which actually 
require hard work the part the students. Mr. Morthole par- 


ticularly emphasizes attractive classroom which has ‘‘atmos- 
phere’’, teacher who generous with ‘‘praise’’ and who 


helpful, considerate friend each student. 


Dr. George Condoyannis the Massachusetts Institute 
Technology outlined program work carried out twelve co- 
operating colleges and twenty-two secondary schools (the Kenyon 
plan) which gifted students can pursue intensively more ad- 
vanced courses their secondary school programs and for which 
they receive one full year’s credit college. Students are iden- 
tified early their high school careers through special screening, 
and the intensive work spread over period two years the 
secondary school level. Upon admission the university they are 
able enroll third-year college course. This one way 
giving the gifted student his due. 


Dr. Erich Eichholz Oklahoma University impressed upon 
the fact that the new language laboratories facilitate the learn- 
ing second language and increase the interest the students 
language learning. The laboratory supplements the work 
the class. does not replace the teacher but helps him get 
the most from his students. saves the instructor’s time since 
exemplifies further the principles which are taught the elass-

room. The laboratory also gives the student the individual at- 
tention which does not get member class thirty- 
five students fifty-minute period. the privacy sound- 
proof booth can perfect his language his own speed, can 
hear himself speak with need embarrassment his mis- 
takes, and slow can his own time. 


Dr. William Sundermeyer Gettysburg College concerned him- 
self primarily with the training the professional teacher his 
talk ‘‘New Standards for New When enter 
the teaching second language the elementary and secondary 
method and providing continuous and progressive in- 
troduction functional concepts which will provide 
for the discipline needed the acquisition any worthwhile form 
knowledge. Not only students need these disciplines but 
they must also grow spiritual depth. The teacher must avoid 
the sentimentalism connected with the superficial, romantie and 
maudlin concepts so-called German civilization frequently us- 
today attempting arouse students’ interest. Dr. Sunder- 
meyer maintains that students not want this kind superficial- 
ity and that the good, well-prepared teacher can interest them 
the great spiritual depths German civilization well the 
linguistic aspects the Gerinan language. But this teach- 
his field, must the the lan- 
guage and its practical use and have hand the best teaching 
techniques and methods. 


Discussion from the floor brought out further ideas and posed 
further questions, such the establishment summer workshops 
for the better training the elementary teacher German. 
the incorporation junior year abroad the preparation 
foreign language teacher, the need central library clearing 
house from which the teacher would able obtain information 
films, filmstrips, records, tape recordings, and audio- visual aids 
various kinds. Dr. Frank Reinsch that the Ex- 
ecutive Committee its next meeting provide sum one 
thousand dollars develop and purchase such materials for the 
use the members the Association through its Service Bureau.

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DAS MOTIV DER EINSAMKEIT MODERNEN 
DEUTSCHEN DRAMA. 


ANDRE VON GRONICKA 


Das Wort Einsamkeit umfaßt für den Deutschen eine ungemein 
reiche Begriffs- und Gefiihlsskala, die Wonne und Gliick, aber 
auch Wahnsinn, Qual und Verniehtung einschließt. Immer wieder 
erklingt deutscher Diehtung das Lob der Einsamkeit als Quelle 
des Glücks, geistig-körperlicher Gesundung, als Eingangstor zur 
tiefen von Mensch, Natur und Gott. Man denke 
Grillparzer, dem der einsame Turm Medeas, die Zelle Heros heilige 
Stätten sind der Inspiration, der Sammlung und stärkenden 
Götternähe; Goethes Faust zieht neue Lebenskraft aus einsamem 
Wandel der Öde und Tiecks romantischer Vogel singt mit 
unendlicher Sehnsucht von der Waldeinsamkeit, die ihn erfreut 
und erquickt. Und doch wie leicht wandeln sich die Lobeshymnen 
das düstere Motiv der Einsamkeit als kalte, tötende, seelenlose 
Verlassenheit. Hunderte von Werken umkreisen das Erlebnis der 
Einsamkeit als letzte Vereinsamung, als Fluch der Unfähigkeit 
des Menschen zum durehzudringen, weder auf dem 
Wege des Gedankens noch auf dem Wege des Gefühls; hunderte 
ringen die Erlösung des Menschen aus dieser Qual. ist 
geradezu das Thema der modernen Literatur, wie die psychische 
Krankheit des modernen Menscherr ist. 

Und welch ein Paradox! Während äußerlich der Mensch unter 
dem Druck der Ideologien und der Machtpolitik monolithischer, 
gleichgeschalteter Masse gezwungen wird, vereinsamt als geistig- 
seelisches Wesen immer mehr. Während die Technik immer grös- 
sere Macht erlangt über die Natur und sie des Menschen immer 
größerer Bequemlichkeit um- und ausgestaltet, bleibt er, der 
Mensch, ein unbehauster Wanderer auf dieser dunklen 
Erde. Während die Wissenschaft ihre Triumphe feiert, erklingt 
der modernen Philosophie, Psychologie, Soziologie und den 
Künsten immer eindringlicher das Thema des Verlorenseins, der 
Vereinsamung einer entgötterten Welt, der der Mensch zum 
antlitzlosen Robot entarten droht. 


Dass dieses Thema seinen schärfsten, gesteigertsten Ansdrnck 
modernen Drama gefunden hat, ist zum Teil schon durch die 
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Form- und Stilgesetze der Gattung bedingt. zieht sich durch 
die meisten naturalistischen Dramen der Berliner Schule, erklingt 
gedämpft elegisch den Bühnenwerken der Wiener und 
gespanntesten Akzenten den Dramen der Expressionisten, 
dann unserer eignen Zeit, schauerlich trüben Trauerspiel 
der Nachkriegsmensehheit, Wolfgang Borcherts Draußen vor 
der Tür völlige Hoffnungslosigkeit auszuklingen. Aus dem 
überreichen Material greifen wir vier Dramen heraus, denen 
sich die verschiedenen Aspekte des Themas nach Inhalt und Form 
besonders anschaulich darstellen lassen; Gerhart Hauptmanns 
Rose Bernd, Hugo von Hofmannsthals Der Tor und der Tod, 
Ernst Tollers Masse Mensch und Paul Kornfelds Himmel und 
Hölle. 

Gerhart Hauptmanns Einsame Menschen, sein Fuhrmann 
Henschel, seine Rose Bernd gestalten das Thema mit stets höherer 
Künstlerkraft und klarerem Blick die dunklen Tiefen der 
lebensverniehtenden Vereinsamung des Menschen. Mit 
Wucht ist das tragische Schieksal Rose Bernds, dieses Opfers der 
Einsamkeit liebloser Welt, dargestellt. der Vorhang über 
diesem Meisterwerk sich hebt, öffnet sich vor uns eine lichtiiber- 
flutete Bühne: inmitten einer sonnigen Frühlingslandschaft ein 
verliebtes Paar: Rose, das schöne, kräftige der 
Blüte ihrer Jugend und Christoph Flamm, „eine kernige, frische, 
lebenslustige, breitschultrig imponierende und durchaus sympath- 
ische zwei Menschen also wie sie Mutter Natur nicht 
besser für einander hätte erschaffen können. Wenn sich der 
Vorhang zum letzten Male senkt, ist die Liebe der zwei blühenden 
Menschen vernichtet, Flamm ist zum Verräter Rose geworden 
und Rose selbst ist eine vom Wahnsinn bedrohte Kindesmérderin! 
Welch furehtbare Veränderung! Welche teuflische Macht hat sie 
herbeigeführt? Hauptmann lässt uns darüber nicht geringsten 
Zweifel: sind die tierisch-primitiven, rohen Triebe der Eigen- 
sucht, Eitelkeit, der Sinnengier, ist das Fehlen opferbereiter 
Liebe, des Vertrauens von Mensch Mensch dieser dumpfen er- 
Welt. Rose Bernd schreit heraus ihrer Verzweif- 
lung und Qual: hat een kee’ Mensch genug lieb gehat.’’ Wie 
reißende Tiere haben die Männer das arme gejagt und 
gehetzt, der niederträchtige Streckmann allen voran, ‘‘schlimmer 
als wie ein Fleischerhund!’’ Daß der alte Bernd, ein schwächerer 
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Meister Anton, erstarrt seiner Selbstgerechtigkeit und altherge- 
brachten Ehrensatzung, nicht hilft, nur richtet, kann uns weiter 
nicht wundernehmen auch ist Rosens Bräutigam, der kriinkelnde 
August, zwar von einem echt christlichen Mitleid bewegt, doch viel 
schwach und vom Leben erdrückt, Stütze und Retter 
sein. Aber warum versagt denn Flamm, dieser breitschultrige, im- 
ponierende, durehaus sympathische Flamm? Weil seiner breiten 
Brust Kleinmut und falscher Stolz, ein blinder Selbsterhaltungs- 
trieb und unüberwindliche Selbstsucht die 
Sinnenlust hatte die Brücke zwischen ihm und Rose geschlagen. 
Unter der wuchtenden Last des Lebens splittert und sinkt sie hin. 
Der Abgrund völliger Einsamkeit schließt sich Rose Bernd. 


Frau Flamm ist die einzige, die aus eigener Qual des Betrogen- 
und Verlassenseins mitfühlen und verstehen kann, auch helfen 
will, doeh zur armen Rose nicht kann. Angst und 
Scham zwingen Rose ein verstocktes Schweigen und immer 
tiefere Einsamkeit; der Meineid, den sie ihrerVerzweiflung 
leistet, dient Flamm zum Vorwand sich auf brutalste Weise von 
ihr loszusagen. August seiner Schwäche, kann nur weinen und 
jammern; der alte Bernd kennt nur den Weg zur Kirche und 
vor’s Gericht, nieht aber den zum Herzen seiner Rose ist 
gänzlich aliein und verlassen; ihrer grenzenlosen Einsamkeit 
ächzt sie auf: ‘‘Ma’ halt sehr d’r Welt verlass’n! Ma’ 
eemal sehr alleene dahier! Wenn ma’ bloss nich aso alleene 
wäre! Ma’ sehr alleene hier uff d’r Erde!’’ ihrer Not 
hatte Rose erfahren, dass die Welt, die sie umgibt ‘‘aus Lieg’n und 
Trieg’n besteht’’ eine Welt der Selbstsucht. der tierischen Triebe 
ist. “Und reißende Tiere heert ma’ ihrer Verlassen- 
heit hatte sie Gott gefleht und ‘‘kee’ himmlischer Vater hat 
sich wächst ihr die Überzeugung, dass dieser 
gottvergessenen Welt nichts als Marter und Qual den Menschen 
erwartet. Ihr Kind aber soll diese Qual nicht erleiden; mit eignen 
Händen erdrosselt sie ihr Neugebornes. ‘‘Kalt, wild, grausam- 
war ihr Entschluss: sullde laba! Ich wullte ni!! 
sullde meine Martern derleida! sullde durt bleib’n, wo’s 
ist Rose unmöglich ein anderes Leben als dieses 
Grausam-Tierische sich auch nur vorzustellen. Sie selbst war 
hilfloses Opfer dieser Welt, wird auch ihr Kindlein ein 
werden; sie hatte sich nicht hinausschwingen können aus ihren 
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engen Begriffen und Satzungen, war blind von Schlinge Schlinge 
getappt, hatte sich Angst und Scham vom einzig hilfsbereiten, 
weil mitfühlendem Menschen, von Frau Flamm, abgeschlossen, 
hatte sich endlich, gehetzt und gequält, Lüge und Meineid 
verstrickt. Sie ist überzeugt, daß auch ihr Kind ein unabwendbar 
grausames Schicksal erwartet, wenn sie ihm den Eintritt diese 
Welt verwehrt. Diese Überzeugung treibt sie zur schrecklichen 
Tat, gibt ihr die Kraft zum gräßlichen Mord. 


Mit einem Realismus unerhörter Wucht stellt Hauptmann hier 
die geist- und seelenlose Welt vor uns hin, welcher Sinnengier 
und blinder Selbsterhaltungstrieb den Menschen ein reißendes 
oder feiges Tier verwandeln, eine Welt der nirgends sich der 
Mensch zur opferbereiten Tat emporschwingt und den Fluch der 
Einsamkeit löst. Rosens Schmerzensschrei: ‘‘Ma’ halt sehr 
d’r Welt verlass’n! Ma’ eemal sehr alleene dahier!’’ und 
hat een kee’ Mensch genug lieb gehat!’’ steht als Motto 
iiber dem diisteren Werk. Doch neben dieser dumpfen Welt steht 
Hauptmanns Gesammtwerk die lichte Sphäre der hohen Liebe 
und Opferbereitschaft. Aus brennender nach echter 
Herzensgemeinschaft entstehen Werke wie der Arme Heinrich, 
dem ein reines, selbstloses Herz den Menschen erlöst aus Einsamkeit 
und Krankheit neuem Glück und neuem Leben. 


Wie Hauptmanns Rose Bernd, ist auch Hofmannsthals 
lyrischem Dramolet Der Tor und der Tod Einsamkeit das zentrale 
Thema. Doch ist hier Einsamkeit nicht mit dem sinnendumpfen 
Leben selbst gleich gesetzt, sondern ist dem exzentrischen Wesen 
Claudios, dieses überzüchteten Aestheten 
Genüßlers begründet. Neben Claudios Schein- und Schatten- 
existenz gibt hier auch das echte warme Gemeinschaftsleben 
dem Claudio voller Sehnsucht hinüberstarrt. Jene Menschen sind 
einander herzlich nah ‘‘Und härmen sich einen, der entfernt 
Und wenn wohl einem Leid geschah,/ trösten sie aber 
hatte trösten nie gelernt.’’ Claudio steht nur scheinbar Leben, 
kann nur verstandesmässig begreifen, sich aber nicht darein 
‘‘Wo andre nehmen, andre geben, Blieb ich beiseit, 
Innern ist keines echten, starken Gefühls 
seinem Mitmenschen fähig; sein überwacher Sinn zersetzt iron- 
isch-zynisch jedes Gefühl; ihm ist jeder Zugang zur Gemeinschaft 
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verschlossen. Die Religion, die Kunst sollten ihn ins wahre Leben 
führen und führten den egozentrischen Genüßler ein 
Schattenreich. blieb ihm Leben, Herz und Welt. 


Nun nalıt der Tod. Eine ferne Musik regt ihm Erinnerungen 
seine Kindheit, seine Jugend wach, noch teilhaft war der 
menschlichen Gemeinschaft: 

Ein lebend Glied grossen Lebensringe! 
ahnte ich, durch mein Herz auch geleitet, 
Den Liebesstrom, der alle Herzen nährt, 
Und ein Genügen hielt mein Ich geweitet, 


Das heute kaum mir noch den Traum verkliirt. 


Claudios Zynismus, seine Selbstsucht und ruchlose Rücksichts- 
losigkeit hatten ihn seinen Mitmenschen entfremdet; auch seine 
Nächsten wurden ihm Sklaven, ‘‘stummen Tieren’’ oder 
seiner Launen, Spielzeug, das zerbrach und fortwarf. 
Das Leben glitt ihm als Schattenspiel vorüber. Angesicht des 
Todes erkennt der Tor mit Schaudern, daß nie gelebt und 
fleht Schonung. Der Tod bleibt ungeriihrt; will den Toren 
lehren, das Leben eh’ er’s endet achten und ehren. 
läßt vor Claudio die Gestalten seiner Mutter, des liebenden 
Mädchens und des Freundes erscheinen. Die Liebeskraft der 
Mutter und des Mädchens, ihre Selbstlosigkeit, ihre Hingabe, ihre 
Seligkeit selbst noch Schmerz, den er, der Geliebte, ihnen 
hatte, lassen Claudio, den Egoisten, schaudernd erkennen, 
wie leer und einsam sein Scheindasein gewesen ist. Der ehemalige 
Freund aber flucht dem Ewigspielenden, der mit seiner rücksichts- 
losen Launenhaftigkeit, seinem Zynismus, des Freunde Leben und 
Liebe vergiftet hatte. Doch trotz der bitteren Enttäuschung, trotz 
des Schmerzes und des Elends, die der Freund erlitten, schätzt 
sich dreimal selig gegen Claudio, dessen Leben zweck- 
und ziellos hingeflossen ist, weil etwas war und keiner 
Claudio muss dem Freunde zustimmen: keinem 
etwas, keiner etwas mir’’ und muß erkennen, welch trübe Rolle 
auf dieser Welt gespielt:

Eine 
überreizte Phantasie, die kein Genügen fand der konkreten 
Wirklichkeit, eine alles zersetzende Verstandesschärfe des Zynikers, 
Gefühlsarmut, Lieblosigkeit und Selbstsucht! Dieser Claudio 
seiner egozentrischen, anti-sozialen Vereinsamung ist keine Erfin- 
dung des Dichters, kein Einzelfall. Hier gibt uns Hofmannsthal 
eine höchst anschauliche und aufschlussreiche Darstellung eines 
Typus, der unsren Psychologen und Psychoanalytikern 
nur allzuwohl bekannt ist. 


Die Heilung dieser egozentrischen Scheinexistenz verlegt der 
Dichter den Augenblick des Todes. Indem Claudio hinsinkt, 
spürt er, daß lebt. Diesen Durchbruch zum Leben deutet 
Hofmannsthal dann noch einmal an, indem eine ‘‘Claudio 
gleichende Gestalt’’ dem geigenden Tode folgen lässt und zwar 
dicht bei der Mutter und dem die ebenfalls dem auf- 
spielenden Tode folgen. bei ihnen’’ bei der Mutter und 
dem Mädchen ‘‘eine Claudio gleichende Gestalt.’’ zeigt der 
Dichter allerletzten der Vorhang schon nieder- 
rauscht, daß Claudio Tode seine krankhafte Vereinzelung 
überwunden hat und eingegangen ist die Gemeinschaft liebender 
Menschen. Dennoch, trotz dieses allegorisch anmutenden Schlusses, 
der schon deutlich auf seine späteren mittelalterlich-christlichen 
Bühnenspiele hinweist, bleibt dieses Dramolet wesentlichen 
eine psychologisch tiefschürfende Darstellung der widernatürlichen 
egozentrischen Absonderung des modernen Menschen, des 
gebornen,’’ von seinen Mitmenschen all ihrer lebensvernich- 
tenden Wirkung. 


Ernst Tollers Drama Masse Mensch versetzt uns die aktuellste 
Gegenwart ideologischer Kämpfe. Toller hat die Qual der Einsam- 
keit zwiefach tief erlitten: als vaterlandsloser Jude und als 
verhaßter Sozialist. Das erschütternde Erlebnis der Vereinsamung, 
des Ausgestossenseins aus menschlicher Gemeinschaft hat 
der Heldin seines expressionistischen Dramas Masse Mensch zum 
Ausdruck gebracht. Zerfallen mit der bürgerlichen Gesellschaft 
wird sie von den Kommunisten als Bourgeois verhaftet. Sie wird 
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zerrieben mörderischen Klassenkampf. 


Der bürgerliche Staat ist für die ein Moloch, der sich 
Menschenleibern mästet. Sie haßt das System, das die Menschen 
Formeln stempelt, das Volk verrät, vernichtet. Sie will ihm 
Maske von der Mörderfratze reissen.’’ Zugleich liebt sie 
leidenschaftlich ihren Mann, einen Bourgeois, für den die strenge 
Ehrensatzung seines Staates und Standes unverbrüchlich gilt. 
stellt seine Frau rücksichtslos vor die Tatsache, dass mit ihrer 
revolutionären Tätigkeit ‘‘Scheidungs-Tatbestand’’ 
Trennung ist somit unvermeidlich, sie dem Werke dienen muß. 
findet sie sich abgeschnitten von ihrerJugendwelt, von ihrem 
Heim und dem geliebten Gatten. 


Doch glaubt sie noch die Gemeinschaft mit dem Volk, das 
sie auf friedlichem Wege einer freien, schöneren Zukunft entgegen- 
führen will. tritt ihr der ‘‘Namenlose’’ entgegen, die Verkör- 
perung des Massemenschen, der blutigen Revolution. der 
Auseinandersetzung zwischen der Heldin und dem Namenlosen 
ballt Toller den tiefsten Konflikt unserer Zeit prägnanter 
Form. wuchtigen Schlagworten stellt die Spannung dar 
zwischen freier Persönlichkeit und namenloser Masse, zwischen 
und Robot. Dem Namenlosen ist der Mensch nur Mittel 
zum Zweck. zwingt sie Tausenden seinen Dienst, opfert sie 
auf dem Altar der Ideologie. Was gilt ihm der Einzelne, was sein 
Gefühl, was sein Gewissen? Nur die Masse gilt ihm als Werkzeug 
und Waffe blutigen Klassenkampf.

Sie wird vom Namenlosen als kontrarevolutionär verhaftet. 
Nun ist sie von allen verlassen und verdammt. Doch ehe noch der 
Befehl des ausgeführt werden kann, brechen die 
Staatstruppen herein. Staatsgefängnis kommt ihr Mann noch 
einmal ihr, spricht ihr Mut zu, das bürgerliche werde 
ihre Unschuld feststellen. Als die Frau aber von ihm verlangt, dass 
sich hinwegsetze über die engen bürgerlichen Begriffe von 
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Schuld und Vergehen, dass jedem Menschen den geliebten 
Bruder erkennen solle, bricht unter dieser Forderung zusam- 
men, zitternd, mit zerwühltem Gesicht taumelt hinaus. 
kann sich von seiner ‘‘Ehrensatzung’’ nicht befreien; die enge 
biirgerliche Welt halt ihn gefangen, trennt ihn unerbittlich von 
der Frau. Sie aber muB nun erkennen, dass der letzte Weg, der 
Weg den Tod, über die Schneefelder der Einsamkeit führt: 
“Letzter Weg führt über Schneefelder. Letzter Weg kennt nicht 
Begleiter. Letzter Weg ist ohne Mutter. Letzter Weg ist Einsam- 
keit.’’ Auch sie, wie Rose Bernd, stirbt verlassen, ungeliebt, allein. 
Doch ist ihr Tod ein Opfertod für ihr Traumbild einer freien 
Gemeinschaft. Dieser Tod wirft einen 
die Brust zweier vertierter Menschen, wandelt sie Schwestern 
Geiste. 

Kaum hat man die Frau zur Hinrichtung aus ihrer Zelle 
geführt, huschen zwei weibliche Gefangene Sträflingskitte!n 
herein. Die erste stürzt sich mit tierischer Gier auf ein Stück 
Brot, das die Frau auf dem Tische hatte liegen lassen; die zweite 
Gefangene schreit sie an: ‘‘Mir Brot! Mir Brot! Mir Dann 
sieht die erste Gefangene einen Spiegel und stürzt darauf los: 
‘“Da Spiegel wie schön! Wegstecken. Abends. Zelle.’’ Die 
zweite findet ein Brusttuch: ‘‘Da seidnes Tuch Nackte Brust. 
Seidnes Tuch Verstecken. Abends. Zelle.’’ diesen Ausbruch 
primitivster Instinkte der Gier und Lüsternheit platzt von draußen 
der harte Knall einer Gewehrssalve.

wünscht Beaten ‘‘einen guten Tag,’’ spricht vom Wet- 
und fragt nach dem Mord der Tochter und dem Mörder, als 
ginge ihn dies alles garnichts an, als spräche von einem völlig 
gleichgültigen Vorfall, ihm völlig gleichgültigen Menschen. Beate 
antwortet ihm ebenso kalt, förmlich, lakonisch. Und plötzlich 
geschieht das Wunder, der zum wahren Gefühl unter 
dem überwältigenden Druck des Gräßlichen und Heilig-großen, 
des Mordes aus der Verzweiflung der Einsamkeit und des Opfers 
aus großer Liebe.

Ideologien, 
sei Reaktion, status quo, oder Revolution befreien den Menschen 
nicht aus seiner Vereinsamung; mörderischen Klassenkampf 
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wird der Mensch die antlitzlose Masse unter der bru- 
talen Herrschaft des Namenlosen triumphiert. 


Der deutsche Dichter erwartet die Erlésung des Menschen vom

some the problems which have encountered 


teacher the junior college level. 


The special problem the junior college German teacher 
organize the basie first-year course order anticipate all 
possible future needs the university. many other such 
colleges, ours cannot count second year German; 
consequently obliged make schedules fit three academic 
quarters more less exactly. meet three times week, for 
ninety minutes, and are held the evening that evening 
students can join too.) But teaching German junior college 
also requires that the teacher good recruiting expert. The 
German teacher handicapped the general competition for 
students, since other foreign languages are taught much more 
the high schools. 


fortunate situation when the students themselves request 
the introduction German, they did Armstrong College, 
for then the role the teacher begins about two weeks before 
registration, when gets touch with few the most interested 
students. These may make little propaganda for the new course, 
but they will also confront him with his first problem, namely, 
the most popular argument against German grammar: that 
too complicated. always reply that, though there may some 
complex rules German grammar, the more helpful rules there 
are its grammar, the easier the language learn. Another 
complaint often voiced the student that there will diffieulty 
with this meet promising liberal use tape 
recorder. 


Naturally the problems the prospective students have 
talked over before the begins, but the teacher has 
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them during the first classes, too, and good this 
time encourage the students ask further questions. Looking 
toward the future, also very helpful for the teacher give the 
students mimeographed questionnaire fill out the beginning 
the year. After name, address, last school attended, ete., have 
the following questions answered: Have you learned some German 
already; where, when, how much? Have you read book about 
Germany German author? you know German 
you have German records? What you know about Gerinan 
art? you have photographs, films slides German eities, 
pietures statues? you have relatives friends speaking 
German? And, Why you wish learn German? 


The careful analysis the answers these questions can 
very profitable. Students who have already learned some German 
can help the teacher. the very beginning, their advanced know- 
ledge encourages the others the teacher does not allow them 
overwhelm the slower students. somebody has read interest- 
ing book German author, one about Germany, can 
asked talk about before the elass. Such report often inspires 
the other students take renewed interest their work. 


call the last five minutes each class the ‘‘Five Minute 
German this time talk informally about books, and 
show photographs slides German scenes. 
follow schedule for the first two quarters, and last year 
started with from Vienna. all over 
Austria, the German part Switzerland, and Germany. (The 
map this part Europe was always the wall.) When did 
not have photographs locality, requested 
pamphlets from the nearest German consulate. the third 
quarter photographs famous German pictures and statues were 
shown. During the same five minute period have also played 
records German music: two minutes suffice explain the 
pictures and the record, and the rest the time devoted the 
cireulation the pictures and the music. first play 
only more popular pieces, starting with Strauss’ Donauwalzer. 
(We always have enough material; the students have records, 
does the library.) When have finished with popular favorites, 
through the history German musie: Bach, Handel, Mozart, 
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Brahms, Beethoven, and Strauss were the composers played most 
often. Occasionally first, and later more often, have German 
songs; start with Stille Nacht and before 
Christmas, and has been satisfying hear even adult students 
leaving the German class humming German song. The 
well worth the last five minutes the hour, only 
because helps solve the problems making the study 
German attractive. 


Relative the questionnaire, the answers the question Why 
you wish learn German?’’ were perhaps the most useful. 
They helped not only select the reading desired 
the students but, some extent, plan method teaching 
well. Almost everybody wants learn speak German. 
somebody wants only read, explain that almost much time 
and work involved learning read learning read 
and talk, since the learning reading alone neglects the auditive 
way apperception and the talking activity, which helps speed the 
vocabulary-learning process. 


the first two quarters finish Curts’ Basic German. 
start each class with reading, and German questions, 
but not talk about grammar until have finished the 
reading. The first time through, though, not take gram- 
mar detail and emphasize only the most important minimum. 
mention but one rule concerning the gender the noun: 
Never learn German noun without its article. the tenses the 
verb use only the present, imperfect, future, perfect and past 
perfect, but spend much time the auxiliaries. Before learn- 
ing the declension the adjectives, learn very exactly the 
difference between adverb, demonstrative and predicate adjective 
this helps prevent later confusion, and keeps students from at- 
tempting decline adverb. teaching adjective declension 
emphasize but one rule: The ending ‘‘der, die, das’’ must appear 
once, either the article the demonstrative adjective. 
mention the details like ‘‘guten Vaters’’ the ‘‘e’’ ending the 
nominative and accusative the feminine and neuter, but 
leave time imprint them the brain. learn few pro- 
nouns and numerals, but spend much time the subjunctive. 
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primary subjunctive the indireet quotation, and the secondary 
subjunctive for the expression wish, unreal contrary 
fact and work out its meaning and application. 
However, for this kind exereise need and take time; the 
students themselves usually ask for review after two three 


lessons. 


the first approach grammar, omit several paragraphs 
the book that deal with finer details. For find that the 
students are much more willing learn required minimum the 
first time through grammar than study carefully everything 
it. the third quarter when have almost full period each 
week for grammar, into the details, occasionally even more 
than the book itself does. The addition new knowledge the 
fundamentals, however, relatively easy. This approach seems 
solve the problem German grammar, because the end the 
third quarter the general opinion the students seems that 


grammar much easier than thought.’’ 


use readers the Hagboldt Graded German Readers. the 
third quarter read addition German magazines and some 
German. had second year course, should not 
use magazines scientific texts the first year; aim is, 
however, awaken the students’ interest possible future German 
courses the college level. 

The best magazines read first found Jugendpost and 
Heute. (Heute was published from 1945 until 1951, partly the 
oceupation army, and Die neue Zeitung, München 13, Schell- 
ingstrasse 39, will send old copies desired.) The Münchner 
Illustrierte the Frankfurter Illustrierte eould used next. (The 
International News Company, 131 Varick Street, New York 13, 
will send the inquirer list magazines available.) The students 
find the first magazines hard read but interesting, and expect 
them understand only the captions below the pictures. Naturally 
the most popular items are the jokes. Later there are several 
students and willing read short stories home and talk 
about them class. read texts the same manner. 
there are pre-medical students the class, read Horn’s 
Der Menschliche Kérper, and when Chemistry students are the 
majority, then Flechtner’s Die Elemente. 
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For conversation use only the texts the grammar and 
reading book. After each student has read four five lines, 
ask each one least one question German and correct his 
mistakes. Finally, always ask somebody tell the whole story 
his own words, German, give help and correction, 
the task being that the student tell the story people who 
are unacquainted with but who speak German well. This 
always the most interesting part the class for student and 
teacher alike. 


For tests use only the material from these books. the first 
two quarters give tests German questions answer and 
English sentences translate into German; the final test com- 
position. 


Until tape recorder, perhaps the greatest problem 
was pronunciation. find modest use the recorder helpful 
overdose harmful, never let the beginning student use it, 
because his recorded mispronunciation more noticeable than 
correct pronunciation. Each time record the text have read 
during the class, and the students listen and follow their 
books several times before the next class. The only reading which 
recorded done myself German-born friends the 
students. locate these German-speaking friends and relatives 
through the questionnaire good idea anyway, for they are 
usually interested the teacher’s work. 


have the ‘‘Five Minute German Club’’ because not 
want the students leave the class tired. For the same reason 
not finish the quarter with difficult final examination. 
have our examination the day before the last day; the last 
day have films about Germany possible about the part 
have just been in. 


call the last day the first (fall) quarter homecoming 
day for the former students and hold open house for interested 
friends and relatives. good film and the singing ‘‘Stille 
Nacht’’ and ‘‘O Tannenbaum’’ always attracts people. 


The last day the spring quarter (and the year) have 
little farewell party. Before the film and the party give 
another questionnaire students asking their frank and 
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anonymous opinion their German course, The answers are en- 
Generally, they appreciate learning read, compose 
and speak little. One best students, adult, had the 
opportunity, after one year studying German, Germany. 
the next homecoming day happily reported that was able 
understand and speak German. was able get along 
railroads, and other points where some knowledge 
the language very His report, and the answers the last 
questionnaire, seem prove that the purpose the first year 
German study not much cover large quantity material 
but generate the students large quantity enthusiasm for 
their future study German.

MISLEADING GERMAN WORDS FOREIGN ORIGIN 
Kurt 


Most German words foreign origin, especially those Greek 
Latin derivation, are international and self-evident words, un- 
derstandable everywhere the Western World, e.g. Atom, dyna- 
misch, Generation, Organismus. Like most German-English cognates 
they are help reading classes and for vocabulary building. 
However, even the English-speaking student must con- 
stant guard against misleading like also, must also 
pay special attention the large group foreign words which 
are international form but not meaning. their case the 
student even more inclined assume that their meanings are 
identical German and English; often does not think 
necessary investigate their meaning meanings and may con- 
tinue their wrong use for ever. 


look into the older German-English dictionaries shows that 
even compilers works bearing the well-reputed names Muret- 
Sanders and Heath fell victim the pseudo-international- 
ity’’ many these words giving incorrect English transla- 
tions them, not listing them all, and thus creating the 
impression that they were deleted from the vocabulary because their 
meanings were identical German and English and were there- 
fore self-evident. Walter Eitzen’s Der Irrgarten der Sprachen was 
the first systematic attempt clear the meanings misleading 
German words foreign origin and was therefore work great 
merit. His studies were continued other German investigators, 
especially Wilhelm Schmidt-Rohr and, the field natural 
sciences and engineering, Eugen Wiister. two recent 
German-English dictionaries, The Pocket Oxford German Diction- 
ary (1946) and the new (1951) edition Langenscheidt’s Pocket 
Dictionary the English and German Languages, the true mean- 
ings many these words are for the first time given correctly, 
chiefly account the research the authors just men- 
tioned. However, even these dictionaries contain considerable 
number inaccuracies and omissions, partly because words 
foreign origin, the meanings which the ordinary man does not 
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understand, ehange their meaning much more frequently than 
words German origin which are almost always self-explanatory. 


Although the question why those changes meaning occur 
equally interesting from the standpoint history and psychology 
language, only few remarks can made about this subject here. 
Sometimes the change meaning the result outright 
misunderstanding. the case Limonade the average German 
did not realize that designated lemon drink (since 
Zitrone); terms like Himbeerlimonade and Erdbeerlimonade 
therefore came into use, and Limonade now refers any mixture 
fruit juice (or artificial flavoring), sugar and water. Therefore, 
you wish drink lemonade Germany, you must order 
Zitronenlimonade and not Limonade. 

Frequently the change meaning the result conscious 
unconscious group action. The histories the words apart, 
famos, and feudal illustrate the importance student slang this 
respect. State action (Dentist, Magistrat), business (Antiquar, 
Kompagnon, Prinzipal), and professional groups (Honorar, Lektor, 
Provisor) work the same direction, and among the latter the 
printers (Korrektor, Letter, Type) were special importance 
since practically all the owners the early German printing 
presses were humanists who borrowed most their German 
printing terms from the Latin, often adapting them freely their 
specific needs. Occasionally the change meaning the result 
the action individual, the ease Diakonisse, which 
formerly meant church worker and received its present day mean- 
ing ‘‘Lutheran nurse’’ consequence the establishment 
Fliedner the first Diakonissenanstalt Kaiserwerth 1836 
for the training nurses. 


Often the German foreign word has narrower meaning than 
its English counterpart, and used only technical term while 
the corresponding English word has also general meaning: 
Spoon (golf) spoon; Test (psychological) test. Further examples 
are: Adoption, Claim, Instanz, Justiz, Promotion, Residenz, Song. 
still other cases the German foreign word refers only some 
national characteristics the country from whose 
language has been borrowed: Buffalo, American bison; Farm, 
Farmer, colonial American farm, farmer. According Der 
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Sprach-Brockhaus Boy terın introduced into German over- 
seas’ Germans means boy servant messenger boy, while Girl 
means professional dancer musical show female sport 
enthusiast. 


While the preceding examples the basie meaning the 
German foreign word was changed, was, from the beginning, 
used sense different from that its English counterpart, 
more frequently the case that the German foreign word retains 
its basie foreign meaning but, addition, acquires one more 
new specialized, figurative, meanings which the cor- 
responding English term does not have: e.g. Anatomie; 
Peripherie. additional meanings develop both languages but 
different manner, Kabine, Kapazität, Organ, 
Station. Often, however, the basie meaning the German foreign 
word falls into disuse, sometimes the result the endeavors 
purist organizations, and the word therefore survives only 
specialized term (Akkord, Dissident, Volumen), 
title (Dramaturg, Intendant), political slogan, like Agrarier 
(referring the now extinet elass large landowners the 
Eastern German provinces) Klerikalismus (referring the 
political aspirations the German Catholie church). The last 
examples illustrate how the aceidents history often change 
the meanings words. Generally speaking, the moment foreign 
word taken over into the German vocabulary exposed 
other historie influences and other surroundings than the corre- 
sponding English term, and may therefore soon take en- 
tirely new meaning. 


Since the publications Eitzen and the other authors mentioned 
seem have been almost completely overlooked this country, 
appropriate draw the attention the American student 
and teacher German the alphabetie list misleading German 
words which follows. This list does not claim complete. Often 
the difference meaning the German foreign word and the 
corresponding English term obvious, can deducted from 
context (as the case Infant infante) the difference 
slight that can ignored the colloquial language, the defini- 
tions which are mostly vague and fluid. Not listed here, for 
instance, are: Karotte which often designates only very young and 
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vender while the general term Mohrrübe Gelbe Rübe, 
although Karotte and Gelbe Kübe are often used synonyms; 
Kompilation eompilation, but often contemptuous sense; 
Dissertation which mostly refers doctoral dissertation, although 
the word sometimes used German and English broader 
sense but not exactly the same way. Sometimes the difference 
only one emphasis. German hears the word Abolitionismus 
thinks the movement for the abolition prostitution while 
American thinks the abolition slavery. Yet serious mis- 
understandings may sometimes arise the case German word 
whose basic meaning only very slightly different from that 
the corresponding English term. refers only animal 
corpses while the English cadaver designates chiefly dead human 
bodies; may that this confusion was World War partly 
responsible for the propaganda story that human corpses were 
used Germany for the production soap. Kadaver therefore 
carcass, not cadaver. Other German foreign words whose meanings 
are closely related the meaning the corresponding English 
term but, nevertheless, distinct enough that they should 
translated different term are: Allee, Athlet, Dramaturg, 
Emigrant, Exkursion, Gymnastik, Moskito, Saison, sensitiv. 


has been said that the slight difference meaning may some- 
times ignored the colloquial language, this not true the 
language and terminology science, where strict definitions and 
concepts are the essence. When term also used 
the colloquial language with less precise different meaning, 
and this done both languages but different ways, 
the case Benzin and Benzol, great confusion may result. For this 
reason the investigations Eitzen and, especially, Wiister, are 
particular interest the student German. The 
analysis the great mass scientific terms foreign origin, often 
terms with very specialized meanings, can successfully under- 
taken only cooperative enterprise; for long time German 
scientific organizations and congresses paid attention this prob- 
lem, while more recently the Deutscher Normenausschuss (German 
Standardization Committee) tried adapt whenever possible the 
meanings German scientific, and especially engineering, terms 
international usages. Thus the standardized meanings Ak- 
kumulator and Generator, and the terms Lumen and Lux (used 
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lightning engineering) are now identical Germany, the 


United States and England. 


Corresponding attempts language standardization can oc- 
easionally outside the sciences. Thus Athletik and 
athletisch until referred only schwerathletische exer- 
cises (wrestling, weight-lifting, boxing) under English influence, 
the meaning these terms was extended the German gymnastic 
associations include also exercises, and this new 
meaning now generally accepted. 


International language standardization, however, can deal only 
with obvious nuisances. Examples like Idiosynkrasie, Moskito, Par- 
alyse, Trapez, Trapezoid, Typhus not speak Billion, Tril- 
lion, ete. show how many pseudo-international terms still 
force the language science into the straight-jacket standardiza- 
tion, attempts this kind will, with very rare exceptions, fail 
the case the language daily life. The careful study the 
meanings misleading German words foreign origin there- 
fore important ever before.

EXISTENTIALIST ELEMENTS THE EARLY WORKS 
ERICH KASTNER 


JOHN WINKELMAN 


The poems and prose produced Erich Kästner during the 
years fateful transition Germany between 1928 and 1932 
run bewildering gamut from the disingenuousness his books 
for children the sophistication his poems and his novel 
Fabian. Even considering the latter writings separately, one finds 
seems find the most heterogeneous elements side side: 
romanticism and rationalism, high seriousness and jokes, senti- 
mentality and bitter satire. Faced with the problem what may 
the hidden unity here, and large have 
effect abandoned the attempt and have allowed diverse personali- 
ties coexist Kästner, such Kästner the moralist, Kästner 
the political satirist, and Kistner the eternal child. However, the 
natural presumption the writings all produced one 
author one moment history must favor unity 
among them. terms this presumption poem understood 
until the unity all perceived. 


The problem partly solved noting the unity inherent the 
pervasive strain social commentary and protest uniformly based 
outraged classical middle-class point view.’ Not unrelated 
this principle coherence another, which the present study 
meant suggest. The poems and Fabian are uniformly consistent 
with certain cardinal tenets the existentialist school philosophy 
which concurrently flourished Germany and large part 
the intellectual atmosphere the time. More precisely, 
the ethical side existentialism which provides with the body 
concepts and attitudes necessary the understanding Kastner. 
The ontological aspect existentialism irrelevant for this 
purpose. Hence, the existentialist strain Kistner quite differ- 
ent from, and perhaps less obvious than, the more metaphysical 
manifestation found Rilke and Kafka.

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These cardinal tenets are not any means exclusive even 
original with the existentialist school narrow sense, but 
rather find their counterparts Emerson, Lessing and many 
other thinkers all the ages.

JAKOB WASSERMANN’S VIEWS AMERICA 
JOHN BLANKENAGEL 


Like many other European men letters who traveled the 
United States, Jakob Wassermann felt impelled sum his 
impressions this eountry, its people, eivilization, ideals, inter- 
ests, and mode thought. And like numerous other Europeans 
who were suddenly eonfronted the vastness and diversity 
was puzzled, and found diffieult achieve per- 
spective and find for judgments. fact was 
profoundly aware the diffieulties arriving valid pro- 
nouncements about the American people and their institutions 
that stated one might very well assert the very opposite one’s 
generalizations and yet find them equally conclusive. One can 
always, continued Wassermann, find examples the wondrous 
and terrifying, the extraordinary and the commonplace; con- 
sequently every conclusion questionable, every hypothesis un- 
tenable, every summary distorted, and only sense-experience, and 
honest and exact observation can have any claim validity in- 
sofar they provide image and lead perception.

During the 
lecture, irregular, dull, thunderous noises could heard the 
impetuous overflow crowds outside beat against closed doors 
vain effort gain admission. 


those days, wrote Marta Karlweis, Wassermann’s popularity 
America was great. Countless people came tell him their life 
history and ask for advice. saw the rich and the poor, palaces 
New York, slums Chicago, impoverished Jews the ghetto, 
and the mad activity the Stock Exchange; saw negroes, dock- 
wallopers, and Chinese their dens. Chicago visited Hull 
House, which was still presided over Jane Addams, attended 
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court trials and went the University. The crowds 
young people who thronged around him reminded him the 
youngsters who surrounded Junker Ernst his novel Der Aufruhr 
den Junker Ernst. There were official entertainments and ban- 
quets his honor, and assemblies where was féted older 
men and women, and young people who longed for counsel and 
guidance. 


His sojourn America was importance Wassermann 
his work Der Fall Maurizius, where reflected the por- 
trayal Warschauer-Waremme who tells Etzel Andergast about 
his life and observations the United One may safely 
assume that this portrayal represents Wassermann’s point view. 


When one reads Waremme’s account this country, one must 
bear mind that came America without vocation, without 
connections, and without letters recommendation the 
process Since soon was out money, his contacts 
were with the underprivileged classes whom anything savoring 
the intellect was viewed with suspicion. From New York City 
Waremme went Kansas City, the South and Chicago where 
associated with negroes and Chinese. His pronouncements about 
the Chicago Stock Yards are not devoid originality, though 
their credibility another story. From the Stock Yards, says 
Waremme, sweetish smell blood arises, constant bank 
bloody clouds broods over the whole city; the clothes people, 
their beds, their churches, their homes smell blood; their foods, 
their wines, and their kisses taste blood. describes Halstead 
Street street thirty miles Jong, one long row misery and 
want. When portrays the poverty, the criminality, the filth 
and disease tenement district very definitely gives the im- 
pression that this characteristic American cities whole, 
for portrays little counteract this picture squalor, vice and 
depravity. 


after some years Waremme’s eyes were opened other 
aspects the American scene unassuming plain man the 
people, named Hamilton Due. Though the latter revered Jane 
Addams Hull House, was not interested organized philan-

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thropy. With warm heart and all simplicity befriended 
the lowly who were need. him Waremme last saw one 
among countless others who lived unselfishly and sacrificially for 
their fellows. Due’s kindness and generosity aroused Waremme 
out his European bumptiousness. preached message, 
gospel, moral princip!es, and puritanism. Outwardly was 
just like everybody else and yet within the mass had magic 
like the focal point lens. this enormous land with its 
enormous cities, mountains, streams, and deserts, its tremendous 
wealth, poverty, industry and crime, its terrible fear anarchy 
and revolution right the midst all this was litt!e harmless, 
helpful Hamilton Due, representative something new 
mankind. And through him Waremme came see the youthful- 
ness, the enthusiasm, the newness this country, with everything 
still flux, with its racial problems, its ferment, and its gradual 
assimilation heterogeneous, strange, and foreign elements. 
comparison with this glowing crater, Europe now seemed like 
mere cabinet antiquities. 


turning Wassermann’s more direct accounts his visit 
America, one finds repeated echoes Waremme’s views and 
verbatim quotation them over three pages. his brief 
introduction Wirkliche und seelische Landschaft Amerikas 
Wassermann stated that had become commonplace for Eur- 
opeans travel America, and that consequently there longer 
any adventure risk about such journey. added candidly 
that one yields the natural desire original, one has 
exaggerate and overdo bit, otherwise one fails impress, and 
course one would like impress audience. must conceded 
that Wassermann did exaggerate here and there. 

First all, Wassermann was amazed the size this country 
was like working with new dimensions traveled 
express train from Kansas City New Mexico through desert 
for fifty hours. marveled the cloudless sky, the transparency 
and the quietness the atmosphere the desert, the mysterious 
light and sublime play colors Great Salt Lake where the 
sky and the water are purity, and where every hour 
daylight has its own tint. The European eye, said he, 
the feeling induced the boundlessness the Grand Canyon

one frightened amazement. Here again the colors which 
Wassermann saw seemed defy all description. His varied 
ments the extraordinary beauty the Canyon indicate that 
had appreciation nature which very rarely reflected 
his narratives. 


Much California seemed him have dubious artificial 
beauty soil wrested from the desert. not surprising that 
was struck the close proximity lumber yards, mountains 
tin cans, garbage dumps, auto cemeteries, gasoline stations, 
restaurants, oil tanks, oil wells, movie studios, and orange groves. 
The sunlight and heat, the cool evenings and nights seemed 
alluring, exciting, disconcerting, and times torturing. com- 
mented starry skies such had never seen before, the 
strangeness the night and the Ocean which seemed 
unlike European waters, The redwoods, the magnificent San 
Francisco Bay, and the gorgeous villas would certainly, his 
opinion, have had three stars the Baedekers European 
countries. 


Though was amazed this stupendous scenery, admitted 
that felt more home Thuringian forest, Styrian lake, 
Swabian villa. The huge dimensions seemed formless and 
times even chaotic. The social structure the country seemed 
yet unable adapt itself its physical environment. Every- 
thing seemed new and lacking what the European regards 
history and tradition. this youthful land, people naively thought 
that new labor-saving inventions make for happiness. And yet 
found people wondering whether they were happy. 

The utterly fantastic, dizzy growth cities like Hollywood 
disturbed him. Here everything seemed unreal, world verging 
the impossible, balancing uneasily between fever delirium and 
prosiness, between intoxication and the pursuit the dollar. 
noted the misery shipwrecked lives those who were irresistibly 
lured the hope movie fame, those who waited vain 
the brink starvation for days, weeks, and months. might 
expected, was not blind the exaggerated superficiality 
Hollywood productions with their inverted morality and tawdri- 
ness, movies which cater the low taste the masses and debase 
even more. Yet was quite aware that the busy working 
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woman America, the helpful mother, and comrade have nothing 
common with the empty-headed, colorless, ever smiling baby- 


faced movie queens and vicious vamps. 


Wassermann visited several American universities, where 
came into closer contact with many students. Although the major- 
ity seemed interested sports, races, records and betting, 
did find many ardent pursuit higher things, dis- 
satisfaction with social conditions, with hypocritical eroticism and 
refusal compromise moral matters; yet failed find 
genuine courage combat such evils. was deeply moved 
those who sought advice, the lessons learned from experience 


The motto which underlies the social life the United States, 
said Wassermann, ‘‘Keep smiling.’’ According him women 
dominate publie affairs and opinion women are the arbiters 
art; they speak out meetings and they talk with knowledge 
facts, with great fluency and with endurance. Lack class 
manifest relations between employer and em- 
ployee, even though the latter may elevator boy dish- 
washer. Yet the dictum like success’’ seemed 
Wassermann American concept that justifies any and 
all means, ruthlessness, deception, treason, and unethical conduct 
every kind the striving for success. 


During his sojourn the United States Wassermann claimed 
never have seen grumbling, vitriolic, people, and rarely 
anyone bad humor. Americans fairly radiated good will 
they pursued their activities. The rich were under the pressure 
opinion endow schools, hospitals, libraries, laboratories, 
and astronomical observatories, but did not oceur dollar- 
nabob help individuals, even geniuses, and save them from 
ruin. Like other Europeans, Wassermann maintained that the one 
word heard every tongue 


Wassermann pitied the poor Jews the slums the New 
York ghetto. realized the seriousness negro problem 
aggravated the rapid growth the colored population. was 
aware the good qualities negroes, their receptivity culture 
and their great ability actors and musicians. But the masses 
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seemed ferment, and bent waging struggle for improve- 
ment. 

Wassermann expressed surprise the almost total absence 
German culture America. probably did not know that had 
come about thirteen years too late see German theaters, news- 
papers, magazines, churches, gymnastic clubs, choral groups, 
schools and societies. Apparently was unaware the effect 
World War with its fantastically stupid persecution things 
German, and unaware the decline immigration from Germany. 

After reading some Wassermann’s observations more 
less isolated phenomena, many which are means typical, 
after noting numerous narrow, one-sided, shortsighted views 
dictated European prejudice, important note subse- 
quent statement brief article entitled Auflösung der 
Speaking America, Wassermann now concluded follows: 


Amerika war stets nur Abbild und Widerspiel dieser (europäischen) Kultur; 
anfänglich schien alles ein Zufallswesen und innere Verarmung, was dort 
kolonialer Abhängigkeit von den Mutterländern geschah, plötzlich hat sich 
erwiesen und wird mehr und mehr zur historischen Tatsache, daß die zerspreng- 
ten Teile wie einem Völkerglühofen einer neuen Einheit, neuer Gesellschaft 
und, neuen Gesellschaftsidealen mit neuen Staatsgedanken zusammengeschmolzen 
sind, denn ich glaube, alles bei uns landläufige Urteil über Amerika ist 
Vorurteil, Unkenntnis und alexandrinischer Hochmut. 

Like Waremme, Wasserman ultimately admitted that many 
his judgments America and Americans had been dietated 
European haughtiness and insistence that America should 
but reflex Europe rather than country which had 
right deve!op its own institutions and its own outlook life. 
now realized that some his generalizations had been super- 
ficial, and line with those other Europeans who took pleasure 
looking for evidence corroborate preconceived, prejudiced 
notions America its worst. interest note that all 
these comments America were published the same year, 
1928.

Schiller. Bern: Francke Verlag, 1950. 456 pp. Sw. 
fr. 19.50. 


This notice the Schiller Melitta Gerhard, who has now for some years 
been teaching German Wittenberg College Springfield, Obio, must open 
with apology that her fine book has had wait for over three years before 
being reviewed these eolumns, work which American scholarship 
may well proud, for not just another biography the man, but 
novel treatment him, which the study the poet centered 
entirely unconventional point concentration. The dramatist and balladist 
Schiller, who, Miss Gerhard feels, have been stressed sufficiently, are given 
only secondary consideration here. Instead, Schiller, the philosopher and 
aesthetician, becomes the bull’s eye attention. 

The book not the result few years’ preoccupation with its subject. 
Its roots back deep into Miss Gerhard’s early career, even the time 
before she began devoting herself the German novel education and 
development. They take her early days Kiel, where young 
instructor she delivered her first lecture the transformation the picture 
Schiller our time. may take pride, however, the fact that the work 
took shape and was completed this country. 

would not appropriate write purely critical review scholarly 
book for this journal, but feel justified however recommending heartily 
all American teachers German who read Schiller with their classes.

Despite many favorable notices which for some time greeted Erich Kästner’s 
books, would probably one the last regard himself great 
poet.

John Winkelman, his Social Criticism the Early Work Kästner, has 
characterized this criticism over against extended, well documented pre- 
sentation Germany during and after World War The study 
based the novel Fabian and five books verse, Herz auf Taille, Lärm 
Spiegel, Ein Mann Auskunft, Gesang zwischen den Stühlen and Doktor 
Erich lyrische Hausapotheke, which appeared between 1928 and 
1936. After evaluation critical literature the author, Dr. Winkelman 
gives brief account his literary biographical sketch, and 
discussion his works. Subsequent chapters deal with the structure the 
Weimar Republic, and the political, and social scene with emphasis 
the family, marriage, the home, law, crime, and suicide. bibli- 
ography, and index complete the volume. 

Dr. Winkelman evaluates his material with care, avoids sweeping general- 
izations, and writes with clarity. For the reader who unfamiliar with 
German provides translations quotations. These vary felicity 
expression; many are good, some are cramped too close adherence the 
style and sentence structure the original. The author has written eom- 
mendable study, based wide, thorough reading the history the period. 
One might argue with him the relative amount space devoted such 
background, but perhaps that minor matter.
